Rumanians Requisitioned 71,420 Pairs 
From Asylum ‘in Budapest 

Paris.—Advice. of further requisi- 
tioning in Hungary' by’ the Rumanian 
troops of occupation were received 
by the supreme council of the péace 
conference. On September 10 the 
‘reports stated the Rumanians requis- 
jtioned 71,420: pairs of shoes-from the 
orphan asylim in Budapest. Of. these 
the’ great. bulk” were shipped ‘to Ru- 
mania, only 6,000 pajrs being left in 
the orphanage. The orphanage. so- 
ciety expressed the fear that these 
also ).vuwu be taken under the gnise 
of military requisitions, leaving the 
orphans shoeless for the winter.
